state income-tax refunds from the Just-ended 1EI82 
' bildget period. - ' . 

Board Chairman Evans refused to caU anothcr 
meeting on the spot, chiding Leroy for missing the 
first session. The governor promUed, however, to 
put together an agenda and bold another meeting 
within a ^ew. days. , .

Eating a mango will be a new taste 
experience lor most people, because 
only about IS percent of the U.S. 
■ peculation has tried one.

.the year, but thcirpcak season Is June 
through August with July the heavy 
producing month. 

'You will find mangos In two dif- 
ferent shapes: oval and kidney. Skin 
color may be yellow, green or blu^cd 
with red or yellow. Whatever variety 
you choose,' the Inside flesh is golden 
yellow with a flat oval seed in the 
center. 

Mangos are ready to eat when tliey 
yield to gentle pressure. If you buy 
firm mangos, let them ripen at room 



temperature for a.few days. You will • 
notice, the' skin of most mangos '<' 
becomes tinged with more redror — 
yellow color as the fruit ripens. 'Re< , 

frigerate ripe mangos If you do not - 

plan to use them immediately. They 
will keep for several days.,If you Use
